Sheiley, Capt. Kirker in command, 
sunk last night at half past eleven 
o'clock, at Walker's landing, about six 
miles below this city. 
She is now 


lying in mid-river in about eight feet 
of water, ^there being about eighteen 
.nches on her deck. 


The Sherley was on her up trip from 


Cincinnati to 
Pomeroy. 
She 
was 


aeavily loaded with freight but had 
only one passenger [on board. 
She 


passed Qnitioy all right about nine 
o'clock. 
About 11130, near Walker's 


Landing, she struck a big snag and a 
hole about twelve or fifteen feet long 
was ripped in nor hull. 
The water 


rushed in, and iu less than five min- 
utes water was running 
over 
the 


doomed steamer's decks. 
She settled 


gracefully, v 
cand is lying straight in 


about eight feet of water. 
If the boat 


had sunk a ;few 'hundred feet further 
up or down the river she would have 
gone down in deep water. 


There was great excitement on the 


Sherley when she sunk, but things 
quieted down when it was ssen there 
was no danger. Aside from the dam- 
age to the boat, the greatest damage is 
to the freight, of which there was a 
big load. 
Among other things, there 


were about 1,500 bushels of wheat on 
hoard and this is under water, as is 
muoh other freight. 


The owners of the steamer in Cincin- 


nati were telegraphed, and the Courier 
with a wreck ctsw, divers, etc., were 
sent up this afternoon. 
The Courier 


will take all the freight of the Sherley 
and the divers will try to get the boat 
in shape to raise her and take her to 
Cincinnati for repairs.

1895 Chile agreed to give Bolivia a sea- 
port. 


Inasmuch as the stretch of territory 


taken from Bolivia, however, lies be- 
tween the provinces of Tacna and Ari- 
pa, taken from Peru, it was manifestly 
impossible .or Chile to surrender an 
cutlet through the old territory of Bo- 
livia without completely segregating 
and dismembering her own .territory. 


It Is this ^roblem which has delayed

But it 
eeems probable that tho final outcome 
will 'be the cession to Bolivia of one 
of the ports at the northern extremity 
of the territory taken from Peru in 
order that Chile may preserve the in- 
tegrity of her territory to the south. 


At the Chilean legation a peaceful
